REMARKS 

Present Status of Application 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Kanzler (US 4,941,221). Claim 1 is 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Grudzinskas (US 4,619,481). Claim 1 is 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilhoit (US 5,771,514). Claims 1 and 6 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Colly more (US 6,298,511) in view of 
Wilhoit (US 5,771,514). Claims 2-5 are withdrawn from consideration.
